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Counselors  Help 
Guide  The  Way 

The  Guidance  Department  plays  an 
important  part  in  the  life  of  the  student.  They 
offer  counseling  in  educational  and  vocational 
areas  and  seek  to  assist  with  any  emotional  or 
social  problems  students  may  be  facing. 

They  help  each  student  plan  a  tentative  five 
year  program  leading  toward  high  school  gradu- 
ation and  a  vocational  field  of  his  choice.  This 
past  year  they  administered  the  Differential 
Aptitude  Test  to  the  eighth  grade  and  conducted 
pre-registration  for  incoming  seventh  graders  as 
well  as  eighth  graders  and  ninth  graders. 

In  October  they  sponsored  a  Career  Fair  and 
brought  many  members  of  the  Tidewater  Busi- 
ness Community  to  Plaza  to  speak  on  a  wide 
range  of  vocational  fields.  Each  student  had  the 
opportunity  to  visit  at  least  three  of  these  speak- 
ers and  take  part  in  a  following  discussion.  The 
Guidance  Team  also  planned  a  TV  program, 
"Jobs  In  the  70's." 

Group  discussions,  sponsored  by  Guidance, 
about  topics  like,  "Values  for  Teenagers"  and 
"Who  Am  I?"  offer  students  the  chance  to  get 
together  and  work  out  some  of  their  social 
problems. 

Guidance  also  works  with  parents  and  tries  to 
help  them  understand  their  child  and  answer 
any  questions  they  may  have  about  academic 
progress,  social  adjustment,  or  vocational  guid- 
ance.
